Hospital admits 
patient blunder

WEST Suffolk Hospital 
made a huge blunder by 
performing the wrong pro¬ 
cedure on a patient, a report 
has revealed. 

The ‘never event’, so 
named because they should 
never happen, occurred in 
March when the patient had 
the wrong procedure per¬ 
formed as an outpatient. 

According to the hospital, 
the patient suffered no ill ef¬ 
fects from the extra medical 
attention, but an investiga¬ 
tion into the blunder is cur¬ 
rently under way. 

Rowan Procter, chief 
nurse at West Suffolk NHS 
Foundation Trust, said: 
“The trust works exten¬ 
sively to ensure we are fully 
compliant with all national 
guidance related to ‘never 


events’ and supports the 
philosophy that they are 
wholly preventable. 

“Patient safety is our top 
priority and we work with 
staff to continually improve 
our processes and proce¬ 
dures.” 

Nine other serious inci¬ 
dents were also revealed 
included two unavoidable 
or unexpected deaths, one 
the result of a trip, slip or fall 
and the other in maternity; 
six were classed as threat¬ 
ening the ability/quality of 
health care services, includ¬ 
ing five norovirus outbreaks 
which closed wards at the 
hospital, and another in¬ 
cident where serious harm 
was caused to a patient. 

A spokesperson for West 
Suffolk Foundation Trust 
said: “We reported 10 seri¬ 
ous incidents in March, five 
of which were related to 
norovirus outbreaks which 
led to the closure of wards 


in the hospital. 

“We record these infec¬ 
tions as serious incidents 
due to the potential conse¬ 
quences of closed beds. 

“A ‘never event’ was re¬ 
ported during the month 
which related to a patient 
who had an unnecessary 
procedure in outpatients. 

“The patient has not suf¬ 
fered any adverse conse¬ 
quences of the additional 
procedure and a full inves¬ 
tigation is under way with 
some initial learning iden¬ 
tified for immediate imple¬ 
mentation.” 

The details were revealed 
in a report which was going 
before the West Suffolk Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group 
yesterday.

Concern over 
increase in 
violent crime 


THERE have been more 
than 700 violent crimes in 
Haverhill area in the last 
year, according to the latest 
statistics. 

Figures from ukcrimes- 
tats reveal that 726 violent 
crimes happened between 
April 2016 and March 2017, 
compared to 671 the previ¬ 
ous year. 

In March 2017 alone there 
were 98 incidents of violent 
crime, nearly double the 
50 for the same month last 
year. 

In neighbouring Cam¬ 
bridge, the city centre only 
had 633 violent crimes for 
the same year, meaning vio¬ 
lent crime was 14.7 per cent 
up for Haverhill compared 
to Cambridge city centre. 

Recent violent crime - in¬ 
cluding the incident when a 
54-year-old man was threat¬ 
ened with a cricket bat and 
robbed at the recreation 
ground at Camps Road on 
May 8 - has sparked con¬ 
cern among some town 
councillors that there might 
be a violence problem in 
the town.

At Haverhill’s annual 
town meeting last week, at¬ 
tended by police, Cllr Clive 
Turner challenged Haverhill 
Inspector Danny Cooper 
about an apparent rise in 
violent crime. 

He said: “While police 
are here I would just like to 
raise attention to the fact 
that there seems to be very 
recently a great rise in vio¬ 
lent crime in Haverhill.” 

Speaking to the News 
about the recent figures, 
Insp Cooper said: “Whilst 
these figures show a slight 
increase in violent offences, 
this should take into ac¬ 
count changes in legislation 
and National Crime Record¬ 
ing Standards, which are 
both likely to have impact¬ 
ed on this and has affected 
both the countywide and 
national picture. 

“We are now far more ro¬ 
bust in what we record and 
how we record it. 


“These offences will en¬ 
compass a whole variety of 
crime classifications and 
include domestic incidents, 
as well as ones occurring in 
schools and prisons. 

“It does not necessar¬ 
ily mean an increase in as¬ 
saults in public places or 
ones which are fuelled by 
alcohol. 

“Suffolk Constabulary 
has made significant in¬ 
vestment in its Protecting 
Vulnerable People Direc¬ 
torate, which includes the 
domestic abuse teams. Spe¬ 
cially trained officers work 
to investigate these types 
of offence and support the 
victims.” 

Crime statistics for 
Haverhill include crimes re¬ 
ported in the Haverhill safer 
neighbourhood area made 
up of 32 neighbouring par¬ 
ishes including Kedington 
and Clare.

Young warned of 
‘stranger danger 9

SAMUEL Ward Academy 
Trust and Haverhill police 
have united to warn chil¬ 
dren about ‘stranger danger’, 
following an assault on a 
10-year-old boy last week. 

The boy was grabbed near 
a doctors’ surgery in Green¬ 
field Way, on May 17, by a 
man who tried to pull his 
trousers down. 

The attack is the fourth 
time this year a child has re¬ 
ported being followed. 

Samuel Ward Academy 
Trust issued warnings and 
advice to all their schools in 
Haverhilll to teach and reas¬ 
sure children about personal 
safety. 

Howard Lay, the trust’s 
chief executive, said: “We 
have a good working rela¬ 
tionship with the police and 
we will continue to work 
closely with them at all times. 

“We have contacted all 
Haverhill schools within the 
trust asking them to reassure 
pupils and parents.” 

In light of the latest inci¬ 


dent police have increased 
patrols outside the schools 
and visits have been made by 
Rahul Agravat, the PCSO who 
acts as the young person’s 
single point of contact. 

Mr Lay said: “In one in¬ 
stance, Clements Primary 
Academy were last week 
joined by PCSO Rahul Agra¬ 
vat in school to remind pu¬ 
pils of ‘stranger danger’ and 
we thank him for his support. 

“We would also advise 
parents to discuss the safety 
steps of ‘stranger danger’ 
with their children too. 

“Namely, if they are con¬ 
fronted by someone they 
don’t know, to run away and 
make as much noise as they 
can. To tell their parents or 
carers or a police officer or, if 
in school, to tell school staff. 

“If they are playing away 
from their home, to tell their 
parents where they are going, 
who they are with and what 
time they will be returning.” 

Inspector Danny Cooper 
said: “We are working hard 
with partners to ensure that 
families have the informa¬ 
tion they need to keep safe 


and are kept updated. 

“I understand the con¬ 
cern in the community and 
I would ask parents and chil¬ 
dren to look out for each oth¬ 
er at this time and if possible 
to stay together. 

“If you see anybody behav¬ 
ing suspiciously or have any 
concerns, do call the Safer 
Neighbourhood Team on 
101 .” 

It has emerged the boy in 
the latest incident may have 
identified a potential witness. 
He said he saw a woman 
standing close to the phar¬ 
macy as he ran away from 
the man. The boy says he 
saw a white woman, possibly 
in her 60s, of thin build with 
long, white curly hair who 
was wearing a pink shirt/top 
standing close to the phar¬ 
macy on the car park side of 
the road. 

Police have issued an ap¬ 
peal to find the woman as 
they are keen to speak to her.

A CHILD was among seven 
illegal immigrants found 
in the back of a lorry at 
Haverhill Business Park last 
Thursday. 

The immigrants were 
found outside Culina Logis¬ 
tics in Iceni Way. 

A spokesperson for the 
Home Office said: “Immi¬ 
gration enforcement was 
contacted by Suffolk police. 

“Seven people, who pre¬ 
sented themselves as Irani¬ 
an and Iraqi nationals, were 
taken into police custody 
on suspicion of entering the 
UK illegally. 

“One man remains in cus¬ 
tody, a claimed minor has 
been passed to social ser¬ 
vices to be age assessed and 
a family of five was taken 
into temporary accommo¬ 
dation. All of their cases will 
be progressed in line with 
the immigration rules. “ 

A spokesman from the 
East of England Ambu¬ 
lance Service said: “We dis¬ 
patched two ambulance 
officers and our hazardous 
area response team. 


“At the scene, medics as¬ 
sessed seven people with 
one requiring hospital 
treatment.” 

Immigrants have been 
found inside Culina lorries 
in the past. 

In 2014, 10 immigrants 
were found in the back of a 
chilled lorry covered in the 
yogurt they had been sur¬ 
viving on. 


In 2015, 20 immigrants, 
also from Iraq and Iran, 
were found at the Culina 
yard. 

The driver of the lorry is 
not being prosecuted.

Access road still 
causing concern

FEARS over safety have led 
councillors in Haverhill to 
object again to current plans 
for an access road to phase 
one of a 1,150-home devel¬ 
opment. 

The contentious road 
would take cars straight out 
onto Ann Suckling Road in 
Little Wratting, near Haver¬ 
hill, but town councillors 
have objected over con¬ 
cerns it would be too dan¬ 
gerous. 

Phase one of the develop¬ 
ment which would see a to¬ 
tal of 203 homes built at the 
North West development 
around Haverhill was ap¬ 
proved by the town council 
in February, but councillors 
raised concerns about in¬ 
creased traffic then. 

At Tuesday night’s plan¬ 
ning committee, develop¬ 
ers Persimmon Homes up¬ 
dated their plans, taking on 
board the council’s objec¬ 
tions from February. 



COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN: 

Cllr Pat Hanlon 

Access from some of 
the other homes has been 
changed, walkways and 
cycle paths have been in¬ 
cluded and more car park¬ 
ing added. 

Cllr Pat Hanlon, com¬ 
mittee chairman, said: “We 
asked for two mini rounda¬ 
bouts. 

“There were a lot of objec¬ 
tions from people on Ann 
Suckling Road that wanted 


traffic control. Obviously 
that’s the decision of bor¬ 
ough. We can put down our 
objections going forward.” 

Under outline planning 
permission originally grant¬ 
ed for the development, a 
relief road must be built to 
cope with the extra traffic, 
but does not need to be fin¬ 
ished for five years or until 
the 500th house is built and 
occupied. 

Eventually the entire 
North West development 
will have 1,150 homes, a 
primary school, leisure fa¬ 
cilities and Persimmon will 
need to make contributions 
to health care provision as 
well. 

A final decision on the ac¬ 
cess road and the housing 
development will be made 
by the planning committee 
at St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council at a later date.

New Lexus coupe set 
for summer UK debut

T HE stunning Lexus LC 500 sports 
coupe will cost from £76,595 
when it arrives in the UK later 
this summer. 

The high powered 2 + 2 - it has 
performance to match a Porsche 
911 - will be available with normally 
aspirated 5.0-litre V8 and 3.5-litre V6 
hybrid powertrains. 

Each will set a first by having 
10-speed automatic transmissions 
complete with manual modes 
designed to exploit the car's potential 
to the full. 

Optional sports packs will be 
offered taking prices up to £85,895 
for versions fitted with a dynamic 
handling kit that includes an active 
rear spoiler and rear wheel steering. 

Based on the LF-LC concept Lexus 
first revealed at the Detroit motor 
show in 2012, the super-sleek LC 
coupe is 15ft 8ins long yet just 4ft 5ins 
high. 

It features plenty of aerodynamic 
styling including prominent body cuts, 
side mounted air scoops and ultra- 
slim LED headlamps. 

To save weight, Lexus has opted 


to fit the LC with run-flat tyres to 
eliminate the need for a spare wheel 
and has fixed the battery in the boot 
to help balance, although luggage 
space is tight at 197 litres for the V8 
and 172 litres for the hybrid. 

With a front engine, rear wheel 


drive configuration all versions have 
sports suspension and a limited slip 
differential. 

Top speed for the V8 is close on 
170mph and the 471 bhp engine 
gives it a 0 to 60 acceleration of 4.4 
seconds. 


The 3.5-litre petrol/electric set up 
in the LC 500h is almost as quick with 
a maximum of 156mph and a 4.7 
seconds 0 to 60 time. The combined 
power output of the hybrid system is 
rated at 354bhp. 

Lexus has yet to release fuel 
economy and emissions data but has 
said there will be no price differential 
between the V8 and the hybrid LC 
500. 

The LC 500h is the first to make use 
of the new Lexus multi stage hybrid 
system which employs four drive 
zones within the CVT transmission to 
maximise torque and power bands 
under acceleration. 

All versions of the LC 500 will be 
fitted with a full range of driver aids 
and safety systems, including lane 
departure warning, adaptive cruise 
control and fatigue monitors while 
a head up display will be a £995 
option. 

Full UK specifications for the LC 
500 are to be announced soon and 
Lexus says that first deliveries are 
expected to take place around August 
time.

Huge growth in van 
numbers *a puzzle*

T HE huge growth in UK van 
numbers is not being fuelled 
by the popularity of online 
shopping, a study has found. 

Just 4 per cent of the 3.7 million 
vans on the road are involved in 
delivering orders to consumers and 
businesses, according to analysis for 
motoring research charity the RAC 
Foundation. 

But they are believed to account for 
a disproportionately high number of 
miles travelled, some 10 per cent of all 
van mileage. 

The growth in web retailing 
might actually have helped to limit 
traffic increases as people use their 
cars less to get to the shops, Prof 
Alan Braithwaite of LCP Consulting 
concluded. 

Prof Braithwaite's report suggested 
that 2.7 billion packages were 
delivered within the UK last year. 

The study speculates that 
widespread delivery van use could be 
replaced with local solutions involving 
micro collection hubs, drones or even 
robots. 

RAC Foundation director Steve 
Gooding said that despite a popular 
belief that the surge in van traffic 
is down to our "rapidly deepening 
love affair with online shopping", the 
research suggests that "sofa surfers 
might be helping to ease our traffic 
congestion woes". Mr Gooding 



continued: "The implications for our 
roads could be positive, where several 
car shopping trips are replaced by one 
van delivering to multiple households, 
though there is an issue where 


personal goods are being delivered 
to city centre offices through already 
congested streets. 

"The question of why there are so 
many more vans is still a puzzle. 


"Could it be the product of more 
small businesses and sole traders 
investing in vans and then using them 
both as a work tool and for family 
transport?"

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GARY Paffett picked up two top-six 
finishes in the latest round of DTM 
action at the Lausitzring to stay third 
in the drivers’ championship. 

The Haverhill driver qualified in

“I did quite well after that and 
ended up in a fight with Rocky (Mike 
Rockenfeller), (Mattias) Ekstrom and 
Green. I managed to beat two of them 
and finish sixth, which was good.” 

Paffett qualified fourth for race two 
but struggled at the start and lost a 
place to Maxime Martin. 

He soon recovered though, and 
regained fourth place before taking 
third by passing Tom Blomqvist. 


Paffett dropped to fourth after the 
pitstops as he fell behind Ekstrom’s 
Audi, and despite some intense rac¬ 
ing, he was unable to find a way past.
